NOTE 1- THE REPORTING ENTITY

The City of Fremont isabody politic and corporate established for the purpose of exercising
therights and privileges conveyed to it by the constitution and laws of the State of Ohio. The
City operates under aCouncil/Mayor form of government and providesthefollowing services
to its residents: Public Safety, Highways and Streets, Water, Sanitation, Health and Social
Services, Culture Recreation, Public Improvements, Planning and Zoning, and Genera
Administration Services.

NOTE 2 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

The financia statements of the City of Fremont have been prepared in conformity with
generaly accepted accounting principles (GAAP) as applied to government units. The
Government Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the accepted standard-setting body for
establishing governmental accounting and financial reporting principles. Themoresignificant
of the City’s accounting policies are described below.

A. REPORTING ENTITY

For financial reporting purposes, the reporting entity is defined to include the primary
government, component units and other organizations that are included to insure that the
financia statements are not misleading consistent with GASB Statement No. 14, The
Financial Reporting Entity. Based on application of the criteria set forth in GASB
Statement No. 14, the City evaluated potential component units (PCU) for inclusion based
onfinancial accountability, the nature and significance of their rel ationship tothe City, and
whether exclusion would cause the general purpose financial statementsto be misleading
or incomplete. Among the factors considered were whether the City holds the PCU’s
corporate powers, appoints avoting maority of the PCU’ sboard, isableto imposeitswill
onthe PCU, or whether afinancial benefit/burden rel ationship exists between the City and
the PCU.

The primary government of the City consists of all funds, agencies, departments and
offices that are not legally separate from the City. The primary government includes the
City departmentsand agenciesthat providethefollowing services. policeprotection, street
maintenance and repairs, zoning, parks and recreation and water and sewer utilities. The
preceding financial statements include all funds and account groups of the City (the
primary government). The City has no component units, but isamember of aninsurance
purchasing pool, described in Note 17.

B. BASISOF PRESENTATION - FUND ACCOUNTING

The accounts of the City are maintained on the basis of funds or account groups, each of
which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund are
accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets,
liabilities, fund equity or retained earnings, as appropriate; and revenues, and expenditures
Or expenses, as appropriate.

The City uses funds and account groups to report on its financial position and the results
of itsoperations. Fund accounting is designed to demonstrate legal complianceand to aid
financial management by segregating transactions related to certain City functions or
activities.

A fund is defined as a fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set of accounts
recording cash and other financia resources, together with all related liabilities and
residual equitiesor balances, and changestherein, which are segregated for the purpose of
carrying on specific activities or attaining certain objectives in accordance with special
regulations, restrictions or limitations. An account group is afinancial reporting device
designed to provide accountability for certain assetsand liabilitiesthat are not recorded in
the funds because they do not directly affect net expendable availablefinancial resources.

For financial statement presentation purposes, the various funds of the City are grouped
into the following generic fund types under the broad fund categories governmental,
proprietary and fiduciary.

GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS:

Governmental funds are those through which most governmental functionstypically
are financed. The acquisition, use and balance of the City’'s expendable financial
resourcesand therelated current liabilities (except those accounted for in proprietary
funds) are accounted for through governmental funds. Thefollowing are the City’s
governmental fund types.

General Fund - The general fund is used to account for all activities of the City not
required to be included in another fund.

Soecial Revenue Funds - The specia revenue funds are used to account for proceeds
of specific revenue sources (other than expendabl e trusts or major capital projects)
that are legally restricted to expenditures for specified purposes.

Debt Service Funds- Thedebt servicefundsare used to account for the accumul ation
of financial resources for, and the payment of, genera obligation long-term debt
principal, interest and related costs.

Capital Projects Funds - The capital project funds are used to account for financial
resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of magjor capital facilities
(other than those financed by the proprietary funds).

PROPRIETARY FUNDS:

Enterprise Funds- The enterprise funds are used to account for operations financed
and operated in amanner similar to private business enterprises. The intent of the
City is that the costs of providing goods or services to the general public on a
continuing basis be financed or recovered primarily through user charges.

Internal Service Fund - This fund is used to account for the financing of goods or
services provided by one department or agency to other departments or agencies of
the City, or to other governmental units, on a cost-reimbursement basis.

FIDUCIARY FUNDS:

Trust and Agency Funds- These funds are used to account for assets held by the City
In a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, private organizations, other
governments, and/or other funds. Theseinclude expendable trust funds and Agency
funds. Expendable Trust funds are accounted for in essentially the same manner as
governmental funds. Agency Funds have no measurement focus (i.e., assets equal
liabilities), and are presented on abudgetary basi s, with notedisclosure, if applicable,
regarding items which, in other funds, would be subject to accrual.

ACCOUNT GROUPS:

To make a clear distinction between fixed assets related to specific funds and those of
general government, and between long-term liabilities related to specific funds and those
of ageneral nature, the following account groups are used:

General Fixed Asset Account Group - Thegeneral fixed assets account group is used
to account for all general fixed assets of the City, other than those fixed assets
accounted for in the proprietary funds.

General Long-Term Obligations Account Group - The General Long-Term
Obligations Account Group is used to account for all long-term obligations of the
City, except those accounted for in the proprietary funds.

C. BASISOF ACCOUNTING

Theaccounting and reporting trestment applied to afund isdetermined by itsmeasurement
focus. All governmental fund types are accounted for using a flow of current financial
resources measurement focus. With this measurement focus, only current assets and
current liabilities are generally included on the balance sheet. Operating statements of
these funds present increases (i.e., revenues and other financing sources) and decreases
(i.e., expenditures and other financing uses) in net current assets.

All proprietary funds are accounted for on a flow of economic resources measurement
focus. With this measurement focus, al assets and all liabilities associated with the
operation of these funds are included on the balance sheet. Fund equity (i.e., net total
assets) is segregated into contributed capital and retained earnings components.
Proprietary fund type operating statements present increases (e.g., revenues) and decreases
(e.g., expenses) in net total assets.

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or expenses are recognized

In the accounts and reported in thefinancial statements. Basisof accounting relatesto the
timing of the measurements made.

The modified accrual basis of accounting is utilized for reporting purposes by the
governmental and expendable trust funds. Under this method of accounting, the City
recognizes revenue and other financing sources when they become both measurable and
available(i.e., collectible within the current period or within 60 daysthereafter) to finance
current City operations. Expendituresarerecognized in the accounting period inwhichthe
fund liability isincurred, if measurable. Principal and interest on general long-term debt
are recorded as fund liabilities when due or when amounts have been accumulated in the
debt service fund for payments to be made early in the following year.

Revenues considered susceptible to accrual at the end of the year include income taxes,
interest on investments, state-levied locally shared taxes (including motor vehiclelicense
fees, gasoline taxes, and local government assistance), and reimbursements due from
federally funded projects for which corresponding expenditures have been made. Other
revenues, including licenses, permits, certain charges for services, and miscellaneous
revenues are recorded as revenue when received in cash because they are generally not
measurable until actually received. Delinguent special assessments and property taxes as
well as specia assessment installments not duein the current year arerecorded as deferred
revenue because they do not meet the availability criteria. Property taxes measurable as
of December 31, 2000 but not intended to finance 2000 activities have a so been recorded
as deferred revenue. In subsequent periods, when both revenue recognition criteria are
met, the liability for deferred revenue is removed from the combined balance sheet and
revenue is recognized.

Theaccrual basis of accounting is utilized for reporting purposes by the proprietary funds.

Revenues are recognized when they are earned and expenses are recognized when they are
incurred. Unbilled service charges receivable are recognized as revenue at year-end.

D. BUDGETS

The budgetary processis prescribed by provisions of the Ohio Revised Code and entails
the preparation of budgetary documents within an established timetable. The magor
documents prepared are the tax budget, the certificate of estimated resources and the
appropriation ordinance, all of which are prepared on the budgetary basis of accounting.
The certificate of estimated resources and the appropriations ordinance are subject to
amendment throughout the year with the legal restriction that the appropriations cannot
exceed estimated resources, as certified. All funds, other than agency funds, are required
to be budgeted and appropriated. Thelegal level of budgetary control isat the object level
within each department. Budgetary modifications may only be made by resolution of the
City Council at the legal level of control.

TAX BUDGET

During the first Council meeting in July, the City Auditor presents the annual operating
budget for the following fiscal year to City Council for consideration and passage. The
adopted budget is submitted to the County Auditor, as Secretary of the County Budget
Commission, by July 20 of each year, for the period January 1 to December 31 of the
following year.

ESTIMATED RESOURCES

The County Budget Commission determinesif the budget justifies the need to levy all or
part of previously authorized taxes and reviews estimated revenue. The Commission
certifies its actions to the City by September 1. As part of this certification the City
receivesthe official certificate of estimated resources, which states the projected revenue
of each fund. Prior to December 31, the City must revise its budget so that the total
contemplated expenditures from any fund during the ensuing fiscal year will not exceed
theamount available as stated in the certificate of estimated resources. Therevised budget
then serves asthe basisfor the annual appropriations measure. On or about January 1, the
certificate of estimated resources is amended to include unencumbered cash balances at
December 31 of the preceding year. The certificate may be further amended during the
year if the City Auditor determines, and the Budget Commission agrees, that an estimate
needs to be either increased or decreased.

APPROPRIATIONS

A temporary appropriation ordinance to control expenditures may be passed on or about
January 1 of each year for the period January 1 to March 31. An annual appropriation
ordinance must be passed by April 1 of each year for the period January 1 to December 31.
The appropriation ordinance fixes spending authority at the fund, department, and object
level. The appropriation ordinance may be amended during the year as new information
becomesavailable, provided that total fund appropriationsdo not exceed current estimated
resources, as certified. The alocation of appropriations among departments and objects
within afund may be modified during the year by an ordinance of Council.

LAPSING OF APPROPRIATIONS

At the close of each year, the unencumbered balance of each appropriation reverts to the
respective fund from which it was appropriated and becomes subject to future
appropriations. Encumbrancesare carried forward and are not reappropriated aspart of the
subsequent year appropriations.

ENCUMBRANCES

As part of formal budgetary control, purchases orders, contracts and other commitments
for the expenditure of monies are recorded as the equivalent of expenditures on the non-
GAAP budgetary basisin order to reserve that portion of the applicable appropriation and
to determine and maintain legal compliance.

The Ohio Revised Code prohibits expenditures plus encumbrances from exceeding
appropriations. On the GAAP basis encumbrances outstanding at year-end for
governmental funds are reported as reservations of fund balances for subsequent-year
expenditures.

Note 15 provides areconciliation of the budgetary-basis and GAAP-basis of accounting.

E. CASH AND CASH EQUIVALENTS

To improve cash management, cash received by the City is pooled. Moniesfor al funds,
including proprietary funds, are maintained in this pool. Individual fund integrity is
maintained through the City’s records. Each fund’s interest in the pool is presented as
“equity in pooled cash, and cash equivalents, and investments’ on the combined balance
sheet.

During fiscal year 2000, investments were limited to STAR Ohio, U.S. Government
Agency securities, and certificates of deposit.

Except for nonparticipating investment contracts, investments are reported at fair value
which is based on quoted market prices. Nonparticipating investment contracts such as
non-negotiable certificates of deposit and repurchase agreements, are reported at cost.

STAR Ohioisaninvestment pool managed by the State Treasurer’ s Officewhich alows
governments within the State to pool their funds for investment purposes. STAR Ohio
Is not registered with the SEC as an investment company, but does not operate in a
manner consistent with Rule 2a7 of the Investment Company Act of 1940. Investments
in STAR Ohio arevalued at STAR Ohio’ s share price which isthe price the investment
could be sold for on December 31, 2000.

Following Ohio statutes and other legal provisions, the City Council has specified the
funds to receive an allocation of interest earnings. The following funds were credited
with more interest revenue than would have been received based upon its share of the
City' sinternal investment pool during 2000, as follows:

For purpose of the combined statement of cash flows and for presentation on the
combined bal ance sheet, investmentsof the cash management pool and investmentswith
original maturities of three months or less at the time they are purchased by the County
are considered to be cash equivalents. Investmentswith aninitial maturity of more than
threemonthsare reported asinvestments, to the extent that theinvestment was purchased
from a specific fund.

The City has segregated bank accounts for monies held separate from the City’ s central
bank account. Theseinterest bearing depository accountsare presented on the combined
bal ance sheet as “ cash with fiscal and escrow agents’ or “cash in segregated accounts’
since they are not required to be deposited into the City treasury.

F. INVENTORY

Inventories are valued at cost using thefirst in, first out method. The costs of inventory
items are recognized as expenditures in governmental funds when purchased and as
expenses in the proprietary funds when used. The total of inventories at year-end is
reported as areservation of fund balance in the governmental funds because it does not
represent available, spendable resources.

G. FIXED ASSETS

General fixed assets are capitalized at cost (or estimated historical cost) and updated for
the cost of additionsand retirementsduring theyear in the General Fixed A ssets Account
Group. No depreciation is recognized for assets in the General Fixed Assets Account
Group. The City has not included infrastructure in the General Fixed Assets Account
Group.

Property, plant and equipment acquired by the proprietary funds are stated at cost or
estimated historical cost, including interest capitalized during construction and
engineering fees where applicable. Contributed fixed assets are recorded at fair market
value at the date received and the depreciation is charged to contributed capital.
Depreciation has been provided using the straight-line method over the following
estimated useful lives:

Interest is capitalized on proprietary fund assets acquired with tax-exempt debt. The
City's policy is to capitalize net interest on construction projects until substantial
completion of the project. The amount of capitalized interest equals the difference
between the interest cost associated with the tax-exempt borrowing used to finance
the project from the date of borrowing until completion of the project and theinterest
earned from temporary investment of the debt proceeds over the same period.
Capitalized interest is amortized on the straight-line basis over the estimated useful
life of the asset. There was no interest capitalized during the year.

H. ACCRUED LIABILITIESAND LONG-TERM OBLIGATIONS

Ingeneral, governmental fund payablesand accrued liabilitiesarereported asobligations
of the funds regardless of whether they will be liquidated with current resources.
However, claimsand judgments, compensated absences, and special termination benefits
arereported asaliability inthe general long-term obligations account group to the extent
that they will not be paid with current expendable available financia resources. Bonds,
long-term loans, and special assessment bondsarerecognized asaliability of the general
long-term obligations account group until due or until resources have been accumulated
in the fund for payment early in the following year.

Long-term debt and other obligations financed by proprietary funds are reported as
liabilities in the proprietary fund.

I. COMPENSATED ABSENCES

The liability for compensated absences is based on the provisions of GASB Statement
No. 16, Accounting for Compensated Absences. Vacation benefits are accrued as a
liability as the benefits are earned if the employees' rights to receive compensation are
attributable to services already rendered and it is probable that the employer will
compensate the employees for the benefits through paid time off or some other means.
Sick leave benefits are accrued as a liability using the vesting method. The liability is
based on the sick leave accumulated at December 31 by those employees who are
currently eligible to receive termination payments aswell asthe sick leave accumulated
by those employees expected to become eligible to receive termination benefits in the
future.

The total liability for vacation and sick leave payments has been calculated using pay
rates in effect at the balance sheet date, and reduced to the maximum payment allowed
by city ordinance and/or policy, plus applicable additional salary related payments.

For governmental funds, the current portion of unpaid compensated absences is the
amount expected to be paid using expendable available resources. These amounts are
recorded in the account "compensated absences payable" in the fund from which the
employees who have accumulated unpaid leave are paid. The remainder is reported in
the general long-term obligationsaccount group. In proprietary funds, the entire amount
of compensated absences is reported as afund liability.

J. FUND EQUITY

Reservations of fund balances are established to identify the existence of assets that,
because of their non-monetary nature or lack of liquidity, represent financia resources
not availablefor current appropriationsor expenditure, including amountsthat arelegally
segregated for a specific future use. As a result, encumbrances, inventories, budget
stabilization, revolving loansreceivabl e, tax revenue unavailable for appropriation, and
available debt service equity are recorded as reservations of fund balance.

K. INTERFUND TRANSACTIONS

During the course of normal operations, the City has numerous transactions between
funds. The most significant include:

1. Transfersof resourcesfrom one fund to another fund. Theresourcestransferred are
to be expended for operations by the receiving fund and are recorded as operating
transfers, with the exception of agency funds, which do not show transfers of
resources as operating transfers.

2. Reimbursements from one fund to another (quasi-external transactions) are treated
as expenditures/expenses in the reimbursing fund and a reduction in expenditures/
expenses in the reimbursed fund. Amounts outstanding at year-end are reported on
the combined balance sheet as due to/from other funds.

3. Short-term interfund loans and accrued interfund reimbursements and accrued

operating transfers are reflected as interfund loans receivable or payable on the
combined bal ance sheet.

4. Long-term interfund loans that will not be repaid within the next year are termed
"advances' and are shown asreservations of fund balances on the combined balance
sheet for those funds that report advances to other funds as assets because they are
not spendable, available resources.

5. Nonrecurring and non-routine permanent transfers of equity are reported asresidual
equity transfers.

An analysis of interfund transactions is presented in Note 5.

L. BOND DISCOUNTS, PREMIUMS AND ISSUANCE COSTS

When the proceeds from general obligation bonded debt are placed in a governmental
type fund, any bond issuance costs are shown as capital outlay expenditures. Any
premium or discount isincluded in "Other Financing Sources - Bond Proceeds' on the
Statement of Revenues, Expendituresand Changesin Fund Balance. Thelong-term debt
that appears in the General Long-Term Obligations Account Group is reported at the
bond’s face value.

When the proceeds from general obligation bonded debt are placed in aproprietary type
fund, and the debt will be serviced from revenues generated by that fund, then any
material issuance costs will be reported as a deferred charge and amortized over thelife
of thebond using the effective-interest method. Any material discountsor premiumsare
shown as additionsto or deductionsfrom the amount of the bond liability, are amortized
using the effective-interest method, and arereflected asinterest income or expenseinthe
Statement of Revenues, Expenses, and Changes in Retained Earnings.

M. RESTRICTED ASSETS

Certain proceeds of enterprisewater fund revenue bonds, aswell as certain resources set
asidefor their repayment, are classified as restricted assets on the bal ance sheet because
their use is limited by applicable bond covenants. The “revenue bond construction”
account isused to report those proceeds of revenue bond issuancesthat are restricted for
use in construction. The “revenue bond debt service” account is used to segregate
resources accumul ated for debt service paymentsover the next twel ve months. Retained
earnings have been reserved for these restricted assets because the restriction has been
legally imposed by a party outside of City Council.

Customer deposits are also held in the Water Fund to assure payment of utility bills, but
retained earnings have not been reserved, since this restriction is imposed by City
Council.

N. CONTRIBUTED CAPITAL

Contributed capital represents resources from other funds, other governments, and
private sources provided to enterprise funds that is not subject to repayment. These
assets are recorded at their market value on the date contributed. Depreciation on those
assets acquired or constructed with capital grantsis expensed and closed to contributed
capital at year end.

O. STATEMENT OF CASH FLOWS

In September 1989, GA SB issued Statement No. 9, Reporting Cash Flows of Proprietary
and Nonexpendable Trust Funds and Governmental Entities That Use Proprietary Fund
Accounting. The City has presented, in Exhibit 5, a statement of cash flows for its
enterprise and internal service funds. For purposes of the statement of cash flows, the
City considerscash equivalentstoincludeall short terminvestments (maturity of 90 days
or less from date of purchase).

P. ESTIMATES

Thepreparation of financial statementsin conformity with generally accepted accounting
principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the
amounts reported in the financial statements and accompanying notes. Actual results
may differ from those estimates.

Q. FINANCIAL REPORTING FOR PROPRIETARY AND SIMILAR FUND
TYPES

TheCity’ sfinancial statements have been prepared in accordancewith GASB Statement
No. 20, Accounting and Financial Reporting for Proprietary Funds and Other
Governmental Entities That Use Proprietary Fund Accounting. This Statement is
effectivefor financial statementsbeginning after December 15, 1993. The City accounts
for its proprietary activities in accordance with all applicable GASB pronouncements,
aswell as pronouncements of the Financial Accounting StandardsBoard (FASB) and its
predecessors issued on or before November 30, 1989, unless those pronouncements
conflict with or contradict GASB pronouncements.

R. MEMORANDUM ONLY - TOTAL COLUMNS

The "total" columns on the general purpose financial statements are captioned
"memorandum only" to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financia
analysis. Datain these columns do not present financial position, results of operations
or cash flows in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. Neither is
such data comparable to aconsolidation. Interfund eliminations have not been madein
aggregation of this data.

NOTE 4- EQUITY IN POOLED CASH AND INVESTMENTS

A. LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

Moneys held by the City are classified by State statute into two categories. Active
moneys are public moneys determined to be necessary to meet current demand upon the
City treasury. Active moneys must be maintained either as cash in the City treasury, in
commercia accounts payabl e or withdrawabl e on demand, including negotiable order of
withdrawa (NOW) accounts, or in money market deposit accounts.

Protection of the City's deposits is provided by the Federa Deposit Insurance
Corporation (FDIC), by eligible securities pledged by thefinancial institution as security
for repayment, by surety company bonds deposited with the City Treasurer by the
financial institution or by asingle collateral pool established by the financial institution
to secure the repayment of all public moneys deposited with the institution.

Moneys held by the City which are not considered active are classified as inactive.
Inactive moneys may be deposited or invested in the following securities:

5. United States Treasury Notes, Bills, Bonds, or any other obligation or security issued

by the United States Treasury or any other obligation guaranteed as to principal or
interest by the United States;

6. Bonds, notes, debentures, or any other obligations or securitiesissued by any federal

government agency or instrumentality, including but not limited to, the Federal

Association, and Student Loan Marketing Association. All federal agency securities
shall be direct issuances of federal government agencies or instrumentalities;

Written repurchase agreementsin the securitieslisted above provided that the market
value of the securities subject to the repurchase agreement must exceed the principal
value of the agreement by at least two percent and be marked to market daily, and
that the term of the agreement must not exceed thirty days,

Bonds and other obligations of the State of Ohio;

No-load money market mutual funds consisting exclusively of obligations described
in division (1) or (2) and repurchase agreements secured by such obligations,
provided that investments in securities described in this division are made only
through eligible institutions;

10. The State Treasurer’ s investment pool (STAR Ohio).

Investmentsin stripped principal or interest obligations, reverse repurchase agreements
and derivativesareprohibited. Theissuanceof taxablenotesfor the purpose of arbitrage,
the use of leverage and short selling are also prohibited. An investment must mature
within five years from the date of purchase unless matched to a specific obligation or
debt of the City, and must be purchased with the expectation that it will be held to
maturity. Investments may only be made through specified dealers and institutions.
Payment for investments may be made only upon delivery of the securitiesrepresenting
the investments to the City Treasurer or qualified trustee or, if the securities are not
represented by acertificate, upon receipt of confirmation of transfer from the custodian.

Cash on Hand: At year end, the City had $855 in undeposited cash on hand (in
segregated accounts) whichisincluded on the combined balance sheet of the City as part
of “Equity in Pooled Cash and Cash Equivalents’, but isnot considered part of the City’s
carrying amount of deposits at year end.

Cash in Segregated Accounts: At year end, $7,170 was on deposit in segregated
accounts for the Municipal Court, and included in the total amount of deposits reported
below; however, this amount is not part of the internal cash pool reported on the
combined balance sheet as “ Equity in Pooled Cash and Cash Equivalents’.

Cash with Fiscal Agent: At year end, $991,403 was on deposit with the City’s fiscal
agentsfor Walsh Trust, Capital Improvements and Water Improvements. This amount
Isincluded in the total amount of deposits reported below; however, this amount is not
part of the internal cash pool reported on the combined balance sheet as “Equity in
Pooled Cash and Cash Equivalents’.

B. DEPOSITS

At year-end, the carrying amount of the City’s deposits was $3,024,892 and the bank
balance was $3,320,358. Both amounts include non-negotiable certificates of deposit
and depositsin segregated accounts, but exclude cash on hand and the payroll clearance
account. Of the bank balance:

1. $609,249 was covered by federal depository insurance; and

2. $2,711,109 was uninsured and uncollateralized. Although al State statutory
requirements for the deposit of money had been followed, non-compliance with
federal requirements could potentially subject the City to a successful claim by the
FDIC.

C. INVESTMENTS

The City’ sinvestments are required to be categorized to give an indication of the level
of risk assumed by the City at year end. Category 1includesinvestmentsthat areinsured
or registered or for which the securities are held by the City or its agent in the City’s
name. Category 2 includes uninsured and unregistered investments for which the
securities are held by the counterparty’s trust department or agent in the City’s name.
Category 3 includes uninsured and unregistered investments for which the securitiesare
held by the counterparty, or by its trust department or agent, but not in the City’ s name.

NOTE 6- TAXES

A. PROPERTY TAXES

Property taxesincludeamountslevied against al real, public utility and tangible personal
property located in the City. Taxes collected on real property (other than public utility)
in one calendar year are levied in the preceding calendar year on assessed values as of
January 1 of the preceding year, the lien date. Assessed values are established by the
County Auditor at 35 percent of appraised market value. All property isrequired to be
revalued every six years. Real property taxes are payable annually or semi-annually. If
paid annually, the payment is due December 31; if paid semi-annually, thefirst payment
Is due December 31 with the remainder payable by June 20.

Taxescollected from tangible personal property (other than public utility) in one calendar
year arelevied inthe prior calendar year on assessed val ues during and at the close of the
most recent fiscal year of the taxpayer that ended on or before March 31 of that calendar
year, and at the tax rates determined in the preceding year. Tangible persona property
used in business (except for public utilities) iscurrently assessed for ad val orem taxation
purposesat 25 percent of itstruevalue. Amounts paid by multi-county taxpayersare due
September 20. Single county taxpayers may pay annually or semi-annually. If paid
annually, payment is due April 30; if paid semi-annually, the first payment isdue Apiril
30 with the remainder payable by September 20.

Public utility real and tangible personal property taxes collected in one calendar year are
levied in the preceding calendar year on assessed values determined as of December 31
of the year preceding thetax collection year, thelien date. Certain public utility tangible
personal property currently is assessed at 100 percent of its true value. Public utility
property taxes are payable on the same dates asreal property taxes described previoudly.

The County Treasurer collects property taxes on behaf of al taxing districts in the
County, including the City of Fremont. The County Auditor periodically remits to the
City its portion of the taxes collected.

Thefull tax ratefor all City operationsfor the year ended December 31, 2000 was $3.20
per $1,000.00 of assessed value.

B. INCOME TAXES

The City leviesamunicipa income tax of one and a half percent on al salaries, wages,
commissions and other compensation, and net profits earned within the City aswell as
Incomes of residents earned outside of the City. Inthelatter case, the City allowsacredit
of 100 percent of the tax paid to another municipality to amaximum of the total amount

assessed.

Income tax receipts are credited to the Municipal Income Tax specia revenue fund, and

amounted to $6,619,817 in 2000.

D. The Ohio Revised Code provides that the net debt of amunicipal corporation, whether
or not approved by the electors, shall not exceed 10.5% of thetotal value of all property
inthe municipal corporation aslisted and assessed for taxation. In addition, the unvoted
net debt of municipal corporations cannot exceed 5.5% of the total taxation value of
property. The statutory limitations on debt are measured by adirect ratio of net debt to
tax valuation and expressed in terms of apercentage. At December 31, 2000, the City’s
total debt margin was $10,819,773, and the unvoted debt margin was $2,968,976; both
amounts include available funds of $30,100.
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NOTE 12 - DEFINED BENEFIT PENSION PLANS

A. PUBLIC EMPLOYEESRETIREMENT SYSTEM

All Fremont City full-time employees, other than uniformed employees, participate in
the Public Employees Retirement System of Ohio (PERS), a cost sharing multiple-
employer public employee retirement system created by the State of Ohio. PERS
provides basic retirement and disability benefits, annual cost of living adjustments, and
death benefits to plan members and beneficiaries. Authority to establish and amend
benefitsis provided by state statute per Chapter 145 of the Ohio Revised Code. PERS
issues a stand-alone financial report which may be obtained by writing to the Public
Employees Retirement System, 277 East Town Street, Columbus, Ohio 43215-4642.

The Ohio Revised Code provides statutory authority for employee and employer
contributions. The employee contribution rate for 2000 was 8.5 percent for employees
other than law enforcement. Law enforcement employees contribute 9.0 percent of
covered salary. The PERS Retirement Board instituted a temporary employer rate
rollback for calendar year 2000. The rate rollback was 20% for local government
subdivisions and 6% for law enforcement divisions. The employer contribution rate for
employees other than law enforcement was 10.84 percent of covered payroll; 6.54
percent was the portion used to fund pension obligations for 2000. The employer
contribution rate for law enforcement empl oyees was 15.70 percent of covered payroll;
11.40 percent was the portion used to fund pension obligations for 2000. The City’s
contributions for pension obligationsto PERS for the years ended December 31, 2000,
1999, and 1998 were $423,540, $497,619 and $461,573, respectively; 80 percent has
been contributed for 2000 and 100 percent for 1999 and 1998. $84,500, representing the
unpaid contribution for 2000, is recorded as aliability within the respective funds.

B. POLICE AND FIREMEN'SDISABILITY AND PENSION FUND

Full-time uniformed employees of the City participate in the Police and Firemen's
Disability and Pension Fund of Ohio (OP&F), a cost-sharing multiple-employer public
employee retirement system created by the State of Ohio. This is a single retirement
system with one administration that provides retirement benefits to two classes of
employees. Authority to establish and amend benefits is provided by state statute per
Chapter 712 of the Ohio Revised Code. OP&F issues a stand-alone financial report
which may be obtained by writing to the Police and Firemen’s Disability and Pension
Fund of Ohio, 140 East Town Street, Columbus, Ohio 43215-5164.
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NOTE 12 - DEFINED BENEFIT PENSION PLANS - (Continued)

Plan membersare required to contribute 10 percent of their annual covered salary, while
the City is required to contribute 19.5 percent and 24.0 percent for police officers and
firefighters, respectively. The City’s contributions for pension obligationsto OP& F for
the years ended December 31, 2000, 1999 and 1998 were $527,108 $529,678, and
$488,461, respectively. 70% has been contributed for 2000, and 100% has been
contributed for both 1999 and 1998. The unpaid contribution for 2000 of $156,634 is
recorded as a liability within the respective funds.

NOTE 13- POSTEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS

A. PUBLIC EMPLOYEESRETIREMENT SYSTEM

PERS provides post-retirement health care coverage to age and serviceretirantswith 10
or more years of qualifying Ohio service credit. Health care coverage for disability
recipientsis available. The health care coverage provided by the retirement system is
considered an Other Postemployment Benefit (OPEB) as described in GASB Statement
No. 12, Disclosure of Information on Postemployment Benefits other than Pension
Benefits by State and Local Government Employers. A portion of each employer's
contribution to PERS is set aside for the funding of post retirement health care. The
Ohio Revised Code provides statutory authority for employer contributions. The
employer contribution rate was rolled back for the year 2000. The 2000 employer
contribution ratefor local government employerswas 10.84% of covered payroll; 4.30%
was the portion that was used to fund health care. The law enforcement employer rate
for 2000 was 15.70% of covered payroll; 4.30% wasthe portion used to fund health care.

The Ohio Revised Code provides the statutory authority requiring public employers to
fund postretirement health care through their contributions to PERS. The City’s
contribution actually made to fund post employment benefits was $168,700.

OPEB are financed through employer contributions and investment earnings thereon.
The contributions allocated to retiree health care, along with investment income on
allocated assets and periodic adjustments in health care provisions are expected to be
sufficient to sustain the program indefinitely.
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NOTE 13- POSTEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS - (Continued)

Asof December 31, 1999 (the latest information available), the unaudited estimated net
assets available for future OPEB payments were $10,805.5 million. The actuarialy
accrued liability and the unfunded actuarial accrued liability, based on the actuarial cost
method used, were $12,473.6 million and $1,668.1 million, respectively, at December
31, 1999 (thelatest information available). The number of benefit recipientseligiblefor
OPEB at December 31, 1999 (the latest information available) was 401,339.

During 2000, the PERS Retirement Board enacted a temporary employer contribution
rate rollback for calendar year 2000. The decision to rollback rates was based upon a
December 31, 1998 actuarial study, which indicated that actuarial assets exceeded
actuaria liabilities. The temporary rate rollback was 20% for both the state and local
government divisions and 6% for law enforcement divisions. The Board reallocated
employer contributions from 4.20% to 4.30% at the beginning of the year to improve
health care financing. The proportion of contributions dedicated to funding OPEB
increased during the year for those reasons.

B. POLICE AND FIREMEN'SDISABILITY AND PENSION FUND

The Police and Firemen's Disability and Pension Fund (the "Fund") provides
postretirement health care coverage to any person who receives or is eligible to receive
amonthly benefit check or is a spouse or €ligible dependent child of such person. An
eligible dependent child is any child under the age of 18 whether or not the child is
attending school or under the age of 22 if attending full-time or on a 2/3 basis.

The health care coverage provided by the retirement system is considered another
Postemployment Benefit as described in GASB Statement No. 12. The Ohio Revised
Code provides the authority allowing the Police and Firemen’s Disability and Pension
Fund's board of trustees to provide health care coverage and states that health care cost
paid from the Police and Firemen’s Disability and Pension Fund shall beincluded in the
employer’s contribution rate. Health care funding and accounting is on a pay-as-you-go
basis. Thetotal police employer contribution is 19.5 percent of covered payroll and the
total firefighter employer contributionrateis 24 percent of covered payroll, of which7.25
percent of covered payroll is applied to the postemployment health care program. In
addition, since July 1, 1992, most retirees have been required to contribute a portion of
the cost of their health care coverage through a deduction from their monthly benefit
payment.

The number of participants eligible to receive health care benefits as of December 31,
1999 was 12,467 for police and 9,807 for firefighters. The City’sactual contributionsfor
2000 that were used to fund postemployment benefits were $103,467 for police and
$74,449for fire. The OP& F'stotal health care expensefor the year ended December 31,
1999 (the latest information available) was $95 million.

NOTE 14- OTHER EMPLOYEE BENEFITS

COMPENSATED ABSENCES

Employees earn vacation and sick leave at different rates which are also affected by length
of service. Vacation can be carried over at different rates depending on the department.
Police and dispatchers may carry over 40 hours for use during the first three months of the
following year. Sick leave accrua is continuous, with a limit of 500 hours. Overtime
worked is always paid to employees on the paycheck for the period in which it was worked.

Upon retirement, an employee can be paid for 42 percent of his’her accumulated hours of
sick leave, except fire department employees, who are part time and do not accumul ate sick
leave. Upon retirement, termination, or death of the employee, accrued vacation ispaid for
time the employees have earned but not yet used.

As of December 31, 2000, the liability for unpaid compensated absences reported in the
Genera Long-Term Obligations Account Group was $454,280. $302,646 wastheligbility
for the non-current portion of compensated absences in proprietary fund types. The total
liability for the City’s compensated absences for al fund types and account groups was
$756,926.
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NOTE 15 - BUDGETARY BASISOF ACCOUNTING

Whilereportingfinancial position, resultsof operations, and changesin fund balanceson the
basis of generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP basis), the budgetary basis as
provided by law is based upon accounting for transactions on a basis of cash receipts,
disbursementsand encumbrances. The Combined Statement of Revenues, Expenditures, and
Changes in Fund Balances - Budget and Actual (Budget Basis) - All Governmental Fund
Types is presented on the budgetary basis to provide a meaningful comparison of actual
results with the budget and to demonstrate compliance with State statute. The major
differences between the budget basis and the GAAP basis are:

1) Revenues are recorded when received in cash (budget) as opposed to when susceptible
to accrual (GAAP).

2) Expenditures are recorded when paid in cash (budget) as opposed to when the liability
isincurred (GAAP).

3) Encumbrances are treated as expenditures (budget) rather than as a reservation of fund
balance (GAAP).

4) Short-term note proceeds and note principal retirement are operating transactions
(budget) as opposed to balance sheet transactions (GAAP).

5) State statute requires short-term note debt to be repaid from the debt service fund
(budget) as opposed to the fund that received the proceeds (GAAP).

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NOTE 17 - RISK MANAGEMENT

The City is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; theft of, damage to, and
destruction of assets; errors and omissions; injuries to employees; and natural disasters.

The Government belongs to the Public Entities Pool of Ohio (“PEP"), a risk-sharing pool
available to Ohio local governments. PEP provides property and casualty insurance for its
members. PEPisamember of the American Public Entity Excess Pool (APEEP). Member
governments pay annual contributions to fund PEP. PEP pays judgments, settlements and
other expenses resulting from covered claims that exceed the members deductibles.

Casualty Insurance

PEP retains casualty risks up to $250,000 per claim. Claims exceeding $250,000 are
reinsured with APEEP up to $1,750,000 per claim and $5,000,000 in the aggregate per year.
Governments can elect additional coverage, from $2,000,000 to $10,000,000, from the
General Reinsurance Corporation.

If losses exhaust PEP' s retained earnings, APEEP covers PEP |osses up to $5,000,000 per
year, subject to a per-claim limit of $2,000,000.

Property Insurance

PEP retains property risks, including automobile physical damage up to $100,000 on any
specific loss. The Travelers Indemnity Company reinsures specific losses exceeding
$100,000. The Travelers Indemnity Company also provides aggregate excess coverage for
property including automobile physical damage subject to an annual stop loss. When the
stop loss is reached in any year, The Travelers Indemnity Company provides coverage in
excess of $10,000.

The aforementioned casualty and property reinsurance agreements do not discharge PEP's
primary liability for claims payments on covered losses. Claims exceeding coverage limits
are the obligation of the respective government.

The City continued to carry commercia insurance for all other risks of loss, including
workers' compensation and employeehealth and accident insurance. Settled claimsresulting
from theserisks have not exceeded commercial coveragein any of the past threefiscal years.

NOTE 18- CONTINGENT LIABILITIES
A. GRANTS

The City receives financial assistance from various federal, state and local agenciesin
the form of grants. The disbursement of funds received under these programs generally
requiresthe compliance with terms and conditions specified in the grant agreements and
is subject to audit by the grantor agencies. Any disallowed claims resulting from such
audits could becomealiability of the General Fund or other applicablefunds. However,
inthe opinion of management, any such disallowed claimswill not haveamaterial effect
on any of thefinancial statements of the individual fund typesincluded herein or on the
overall financial position of the City at December 31, 2000.

B. LITIGATION

The City isaparty to various legal proceedings which seek damages or injunctive relief
generally incidental to itsoperations. The City’ smanagement and legal counsel isof the
opinion that the ultimate disposition of various claims and legal proceedings will not
have a material adverse effect on the financial condition of the City.

NOTE 19 - BUDGET STABILIZATION RESERVE

The City has established, in accordance with section 5705.13 of the Ohio Revised Code, an
account for the express purpose of budget stabilization. Current legidlation providesthat the
amount reserved may not exceed 5% of the general fund's revenue for the preceding fiscal
year and that the reserve balance is not to be considered part of the unencumbered balance
when certifying available balances at year-end. The City Council established the reservein
the General fund in the amount of $208,113. These funds areintended to be used for future
workers compensation claims. The fund balance of the General fund has been reserved.

NOTE 20- LEGAL COMPLIANCE

Amounts collected from the utilities department and the recreation department were not
deposited daily as required by Section 9.38, Ohio Revised Code.

We have audited the financia statements of the City of Fremont as of and for the year ended December 31, 2000, and
have issued our report thereon dated August 21, 2001. We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards
generaly accepted in the United States of America and the standards applicable to financial audits contained in
Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States.

Compliance

As part of obtaining reasonable assurance about whether the City 's financial statements are free of material
misstatement, we performed tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and grants,
noncompliance with which could have adirect and material effect on the determination of financial statement amounts.
However, providing an opinion on compliance with those provisionswas hot an objective of our audit and, accordingly,
we do not express such an opinion. Theresults of our tests disclosed an instance of noncompliance that is required to
bereported under Gover nment Auditing Standar dswhich isdescribed in the accompanying scheduleof findingsasitem
2000-20172-001. We also noted certain immaterial instances of noncompliance that we have reported to the
management of the City in a separate letter dated August 21, 2001.

Internal Control Over Financial Reporting

In planning and performing our audit, we considered the City’s internal control over financial reporting in order to
determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements and not to
provide assurance on the internal control over financial reporting. Our consideration of the internal control over
financial reporting would not necessarily disclose all matters in theinternal control over financial reporting that might
be material weaknesses. A material weakness is a condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the
internal control components does not reduceto arelatively low level the risk that misstatementsin amounts that would
be material in relation to the financial statements being audited may occur and not be detected within atimely period
by employeesin the normal course of performing their assigned functions. We noted no mattersinvolving the internal
control over financial reporting and its operation that we consider to be material weaknesses. However, we noted other
meatters involving the internal control over financial reporting that do not require inclusion in this report, that we have
reported to management of the City in a separate letter dated August 21, 2001.

Noncompliance Citation

Ohio Revised Code § 9.38, provides public money must be deposited with the treasurer of the public office or to a
designated depository on the business day following the day of receipt. Ninety-five percent of the days deposits for
the utility department and the recreation department were not deposited with the treasurer of the public office or to a
designated depository on the business day following the day of receipt. This practice alows a substantial amount of
cash to remain on hand, increasing the possibility of loss or theft. This situation also allowed the City to lose interest
income that would have been generated from the daily deposits. We recommend the departments deposit receipts
following the day of receipt. The City may establish a policy designating an alternative time period of when deposits
should be made, in accordance with Auditor of State Bulletin 1999-020. The policy applies to receipts of less than
$1,000, which are adequately safeguarded, and may be held for not more than three business days.
